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A SURE PREVENTION 


By Pete Miller 


After investigating all the lost time acci- 
dents that occurred in one month, we came 
to the conclusion that most everyone inthis 
yard is a human being, and has all of the 
shortcomings peculiar to all other human 
beings. 


Basically, this yard is a very safe yard 
as far as safety precautions and mechani- 
cal aids to accident prevention are con- 
cerned. 


Most of the accidents the investigating 
committee examined were the result of 
just plain carelessness, or were "just one 
of those things.'' For instance, a man was 
kneeling on his knees and using a disc 
sander. He turned around suddenly and got 
a kink in his back. Is there anything a 
safety committee can recommend to pre- 
vent a reoccurrence of this type of injury ? 
Outside of some wisecracks I don't have 
anything to offer. 


There is one other aspect to accident 
prevention that we haven't covered here, 
but before we go into this we want it under- 
stood that we are not singling out any one 
person or group, and that we are just 
pointing out a condition which might exist 
in some cases. However, if the shoe fits 
wear it. 


We recently attended a lecture by a high- 
priced safety engineer who brought out 
some interesting ideas about human beings. 
He mentioned that sometimes a man who 
seems to have more than his share of ac- 
cidents might be having an argument with 
his wife every morning, or he may be un- 
happy in his work. 


Maybe he thinks that other people in his 
department are advancing more rapidly 
than he is, or his foreman doesn't treat 
him as a human being with very human 
feelings.

AMCCO was awarded anew Tongue Point 
contract in late August for drydock and 
overhaul of two Navy YMS minesweepers, 
of the type which were built by the company 
during World War II. Being of wooden con- 
struction, they will require a different type 
of repair work than has formerly been done 
by AMCCO crews at Tongue Point. A great- 
er number of shipwrights will be required 
for this job than have previously worked on 
repair contracts. 


A crew of approximately 150 mans the 
Tongue Point AMCCO yard, and contracts 
generally cover a period of three months. 
Shipyard specialists of every type are in 
demand for the thorough job needed to keep 
ships of the Columbia Reserve Fleet in top 
condition, and to repair and recondition 
ships of the active fleet that come into the 
Tongue Point station for overhaul. 


The AMCCO crew includes sandblasters, 
painters, machinists, electricians, pipefit- 
ters, riggers, shipwrights, welders, labor- 
ers, crane operator, timekeeper, truck 
drivers and warehousemen in addition to 
members of the supervisory group. 


The sandblasting gang removes rust and 
corrosionfrom the hulls of the ships. Other 
specialists work inside the ships on main 
engine overhaul, electrical equipment, re- 
frigeration, doors and hatches and the other 
innumerable components of a ship that at 
some time require attention. Parts are 
disassembled, cleaned, repaired and put 
back together. 


The pictures of Tongue Point menat work 
give a view of crew members who perform 
repair jobs in AMCCO's quonset-hut shops, 
an additional phase of the multi-sided 
Tongue Point operation. 


Each job, aboard ship or in the shop, is 
inspected and given a final O.K. before the 
ship is returned to its position in the re- 
serve fleet or returns to active sea duty 
once more.
